Readiness should be classed as one of the m ajor virtues for nothing 
so ranks a m an, and places him, as does this thing of being ready to face 
any emergency a t any time—without one word of com plaint. 
Too many of us court the Ghost of Fear. We m ust either accept 
God and his kingdom here on earth at IOO per cent face value—or else 
we m ust discard him and his realm entirely. 
I am sure that he couldn’t 
accept half-faithers! 
Alfa to accept him to the full, is to elim inate fear 
from our world of thought and action. Readiness is the arm our of the 
m an of no fear. 
T here is groat security to the m an who preaches—and lives—the 
gospel of readiness and an honest acceptance of life’s responsibilities.
